I  ha'cre  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Urban  District  of  Marple  for  the  year  ended  December  Slst,  IQSSa 

Reference  to  Section  vdii  cii.  contains  the  Vital  Statistics 

will  show  that  there  has  been  a  Tery  marBied  increase  in  the  live  births 
ccMpared  'wi.th  the  excepticnalljr  low  number  in  1952  and  the  total  of 
196  for  1953  is  the  highest  for  many  years o  The  live  birth  rate  for 
the  year  is  15-04  per  thousand  po^ulaticn-  compared  v/ith  a  rate  of  llo65 
for  i952o  The  Reg 5.strar<- General  issues  a  Comparability  Factor  which 
takes  into  account  differences  in  the  age  and  s-ej.:  structure  of  the 
population  and  this  enables  a  more  accurate  comparison  to  be  made  in  the 
rates  of  any  districts o  The  use  of  this  factor  gives  a  corrected  live 
birth  rate  for  Marple  of  15o79o  There  were  four  a  bill-births  registered 
as  compered  with  two  in  the  previous  ysaro  The  still- birth  rate  at 
0o30  per  thousand  population  corriparss  favoiirably  with  the  corresponding 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  Oo36  per  1,000-  Deaths  from  all 
causes  and  at  all  ages  totalled  172  which  is  considerably  less  than  the 
total  of  207  in  1952o  92  of  the  172  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged 

seventy  years  and  over-  The  corrected  death  rate  is  I0o97  per  thousand 
populationo  There  were  five  deaths  of  infants  aged  under  1  year  as  compared 
with  four  in  1952o  And  the  infant  mcrtajity  rate  of  25o25  per  1,000 
live  births  shows  a  sli^t  reduction  on  the  previous  year- 

There  was  an  increased  nuriber  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  mostly  of  a 
mild  type,  a  large  proportion  occurring  in  children  of  primary  school  age- 
In  the  early  months  of  the  year  there  was  a  considerable  number  of  cases 
of  measles  and,  regrettably,  one  child  death  attributable  to  this  disease. 
There  were  fewer  cases  of  i^iooping  cough  thaii  in  the  previous  year°  Two 
cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notifiedo  One  of  them  unfortunately 
died,  but  the  other,  a  non-paralytic  ca&e,  made  a  complete  recoveryo 

During  the  year  18  pulmomry  and  3  pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
cases  wer«  added  to  the  Register  -  6  of  the  pulmonary  oases  were 
transferred  from  other  areas,  the  remainder  being  new  oases  notified  for 
the  first  time  -=>  this  is  the  highest  number  of  prii'nary  notifications 
since  1946-  It  is  thus  essential  that  w©  shall  maintain,  and  if 
possible  increase,  our  efforts  to  control  the  spread  of  Tuberculosis- 
The  methods  of  combating  the  disease  which  are  at  our  disposal  are  brieflys- 

lo  Early  Diagnosis  and  efficient  treatment  and  isolation  of  cases  - 

Surveys  carried  out  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Ihit  are  important 
and  in  this  respect  an  early  visit  from  the  Unit  is  anticipated- 
The  provision  of  facilities  for  efficient  treatment  and  isolation 
of  cases  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board-

Careful  supe contacts  the  disease o 

This  supervision  brings  to  light  any  adverse  features  in 
the  environment  which  can  be  remedied o  In  this  connection  it 
is  hoped  that  the  Rousing  Comrcitteo  will  continue  to  give 
s^snpathetic  and  urgent  consideration  to  r«'5pOfts  made  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  indicating  the  need  for  the  re^housing 
of  families  where  there  is  Tuberculosis o  In  suitable  cases 
contacts  have  received  BoCoCo  Vaccinati.on®  The  BoC.G.  vaccination 
scheme  is  to  be  extended  in  the  near  future  to  include  school 
children  between  their  ISth  and  i4th  birthdays »

Although  mentioned  last  this  is  perhaps  one  of  cur  most- 
important  weapons  available  tc  combat  the  disease ^  liy  own  visits 
to  Tuberculous  pa.tients  have  shoi^m  that  in  spite  of  all  our  efforts 
there  is  still  a  woefiil  ignorance  of  the  most  elementary  facts 
concerning  this  disease  and  unnecessary  rishs  are  run  by  many 
simply  because  of  this  lack  of  knowledge o 

Importarrt  new  legislation  on  housing  is  foreshadowed  in 
official  circulars  published  during  the  yearo  The  Government's  housing 
policy  is  (a) to  begin  again  the  work  of  slum  clearance j  (b)  to 
facilitate  the  repair  of  houses  In  reasonably  good  condition  and  so  to 
prevent  their  i^teriorationj  and  (c)  to  snccurage  the  improvement  of 
suitable  property^,  thuE  prolonging  its  usefiul  llfeo  This  programme 
will  involve  the  Health  Department  lu  a  i3.rga  amount  of  additional  work 
and  will  necessitate  a  complete  survey* of  the  district  -  it  is  essential 
that  it  shall  be  carried  out  thoroughly  if  we  are  to  secure  the-  maximum 
benefit  to  health  and  v;ell-b©ingc.

Tuberculosis  dispensaries  are  provided  by  the  Stockport  and  Buxton 
Hospital  Management  Coirmiittee  at  Hyde  and  Stockport. 

7here  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  area.  Maternity  and  General 
cases  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  adjoining  districts. 

Nab  Top  Sanatorium  forTuberculosis  and  the  Orpthopaedic  Hospital  for 
crippled  children  are  both  situated  in  the  Urban  District* 

Clinics  and  Child  Welfare  Centres*  There  are  four  child  welfare 

centres  maintained  by  the  County  Council,  situated  at  Marple,  Marple  Bridge, 

M®llor  and  High  Lane*  There  is  also  a  School  Clinic  at  Marple*

(ii)  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  AND  SANHAitY  PAIL  COLLECTION. 


Refuse  is  collected  by  means  of  two  Karrier  Bantam  Vehicles  with 
a  team  of  four  men  (including  driver)  to  each  vehicle.  The  men  are 
supplied  with  bin  trucks  for  the  easy  transport  of  dustbins  from  house  to 
road,  prior  to  emptying.  They  are  also  provided  with  protective  clothing 
including  overalls  and  raincoats. 


Pail  collection  is  carried  out  separately  from  refuse  collection 
by  means  of  an  iron  tank  with  sealed  doors  fitted  on  to  a  motor  vehicle 
manned  by  a  driver  and  mateo  The  men  are  supplied  with  protective  clothing 
and  the  tank  is  emptied  at  the  sewage  works.  The  collection  takes  2  days 
per  we^  owing  to  the  widely  scattered  situation  of  the  premises  and 
the  condition  of  the  private  roads,  etc. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  a  site 
at  the  bottom  of  the  valley,  near  Beechwood,  Marple.  The  site  was 
leased  from  the  owner  in  1948.  It  is  centrally  situated  and  is  estimated 
to  provide  tipping  space  for  fifteen  years. 

Apart  from  delays  caused  by  snowfall,  etc.  and  the  very  heavy  output 
of  refuse  during  wintry  v/eather  these  services  have  operated  fairly 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  certainly  at  a  minimum  cost. 

Yi/hen  it  is  appreciated  that  the  actual  labour  hours  on  these  services 
are  less  for  the  year  1953/54  than  for  the  pre-T/ar  year  1938/39  and 
the  number  of  new  houses  built  since  then  is  641  and  that  practically  all 
the  houses,  factories  and  business  premises  are  now  occupied,  it  will 
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be  evident  that  additional  provision  will  have  to  be  made  sooner 
or  later  to  cope  with  the  increasing  amount  of  work  involved  and 
provide  a  satisfactory  service  throughout  the  year.

Continued  activity  involving  smoke  observations  and  consultations 
with  owners  of  factories  has  resulted  in  further  modernisation  of  boiler 
plant  at  factories  in  the  urban  district  and  with  one  exception  (a 
factory  which  is  at  present  receiving  attention)  emission  of  black 
smoke  from  any  factory  in  the  area  is  a  rare  occurrence. 


Serious  atmospheric  pollution  has  been  caused  by  black  smoke 
from  a  factory  outside  the  district  but,  as  a  result  of  action  taken  by 
the  Marple  Council  and  officials,  extensive  improvements  have  been 
made  at  this  factory  and  there  is  a  substantial  imprcvement.

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SECTION  D. 


INSPECTION  OF  DliitELLING  HOUSES  DURING  THE  YEAR* 

The  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  on  the  whole  very- 
good,  although  there  are  areas  vhich  will  eventually  be  dealt  with 
under  the  Housing  Acts.  Five  houses  have  been  condemned  during  the 
year.  Disrepair  of  houses  generally  has  been  dealt  with  under  the 
provisions  of  the  public  Health  Act,  1936.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVIS  ION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY.

During  the  year  the  milk  supplies  retailed  in  the  Urban  District 
have  been  regularly  tested,  as  indicated  in  the  figures  given  below 
and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  remains  very  high. 

Only  one  of  the  76  samples  taken  for  Tuberculosis  Test 
during  the  year  showed  evidence  of  Tuberculous  infection.  This  was 
reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the 
usual  steps  were  taken  to  eliminate  the  cause  of  infection. 

In  the  meantime  the  nihole  of  the  milk  supplied  frcan  the  farm 
concerned  was  pasteurised. 


The  nuniber  of  tuberculin-tested  dairy  herds  in  the  district  has 
again  increased  and  the  number  of  non- designated  herds  correspondingly 
reduced.  It  seems  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  all  the  milk 
retailed  in  the  district  will  be  either  tuberculin- tested  or  Pasteurised. 


At  the  present  time  there  are  38  dairymen  retailing  milk  in  the 
district,  9  of  whom  are  from  outside  areas.  Of  these,  15  sell 
Tuberculin-tested  Milk  only,  2  sell  Tuberculin-Tested  and  Non-designated 
Milk,  2  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  only,  3  sell  Pasteurised,  Tuberculin- 
tested  and  Sterilised  Milk,  and  16  sell  Raw  Milk  othe#*  than  Tuberculin- 
Tested.

The  home-killed  meat  allocated  to  Marple’is  slaughtered  at 
Stockport  No.  2,  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse.  The  structural 
conditions  at  this  slaughterhouse  have  been  further  improved  during  the 
year,  and  the  all-round  improvements  originally  insisted  upon  by  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  at  Hyde,  Denton  and 
Audenshaw  have  been  made. 

Continued  action  taken  during  the  year  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  has  maintained  improved  hygienic  conditions,  particularly 
with  regard  to  the  wearing  of  suitable  overalls  by  slaughtermen  and  the 
more  frequent  swilling  down  of  the  floors  etc. 


There  are  sixteen  butchers  shops  in  the  Urban  District,  one 
travelling  shop  and  ten  slaughterhouses.  Only  one  licence  has  been 
issued  during  the  year  to  use  a  slaughterhouse;  4  licences  to  slaughter 
animals  have  been  issued  to  local  butchers  and  slaughtermen.

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During  the  year  222  visits  for  inspection  of  food  premises 
were  made  and  the  conditions  found  were,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory, 
verbal  notices  being  given  in  cases  of  mild  contravention  of  Section 
13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  or  Ixjoal  Food  Byelaws  and  these  were 
quickly  complied  with# 

A  detailed  inspection  of  all  the  licensed  premises  was  made 
during  the  year  and  extensive  improvements  are  being  made  to  many  of 
these  premises,  the  standard  of  hygiene  being  found  to  be  very 
satisfactory  in  most  cases  and  the  use  of  detergents  for  washing 
glasses  etco  is  common  practiceo 

Thirty  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  twentyseven  were  found  to  be  Grade  1 
standard,  two  were  Grade  2,  and  one  Grade  3<.  As  Grades  1  and  2 
are  generally  considered  satisfactory,  these  figures  are  very  good 
indeed. 

The  Grade  3  supply  was  found  satisfactory  when  further  samples 
were  taken  and  no  further  action  was  necessary.
